atright angles. It remains to be seen, how- 
ever, whether the . Russian General will 
adopt defensive tactics or decide on pushing 
forward his troops to the attack of the 
Japanese positions at Phyong-yang, ‘This 
last conjecture is bardly probable of realisa- 
tion however, since, owing to the nature of 
the country, ils superficial configuration con- 
sisting of interlaced ranges of minor heights, 
one branch of his force, fe. the cavalry, will 
be of little or no value as an agyressive unit. 
It is much more likely that the ‘Tzar's gene- 
rals will strengthen their position to. the 
suuth of Anju, and that the first big fight 
will be for the definite possession of the 
range Of hills forming a natural rampart to 
that city.

From the ramparts one looks sheer down 
into the plain, seventy or eighty feet below 
the crest on which the city is built. Its 
difficulty of attack from the north side, if 
garrisoned by youd troups, and its position 
at the entrance of a delile in the hills, 
through which the main road passes, render 
An-ju the most important military station 
between Phyong-yang and Wi-ju. ‘The pos- 
session of this town is absolutely necessary 
to the Japanese furces to continue their ad- 
vance, and all chances of turning the diffi- 
culty by making a delour, alter leaving a 
force lo occupy the Russian garrison there, 
is out of question, since no other road to the 
Yalu River, capable of allowing the passage 
of artillery and transport waggons, exists,

Kwok Fung, who was about 28 years of ago, 
At the time of his death Chui Tuk Hing was 
indebted to the Po Chang firm in the sum of 
$2,200 After his death the partners in the Po 
Chang firm were anxious that the debt should 
be piid off, and they pressed Chui Kwok Fang, 
whe, asthe only son, they regarded as stand- 
ing inhis shoes, for the money. Chui Kwok 
Fung ultimately sold to Chur ‘Tuk Hi his 
father's share inthe Po Chang business for 
$:,g00, This transfer was made with the 
consent of the’ partners of the firm and with 
the sanction of Chui Wong hi, the widow. 
Chui Tuk Hi paid to Chui Kwok Fung $200 
in cash, and tovk upon himself the lability for 
the debt 6f $2,200 An agreement was made 
beiween Chur Kwek Fung and Chur Tuk Hi 
on April s4, 189', under which Chui Tuk Hi 
receiveda one-ninth share in the Ho Chang firm 
on payment of $2.40. After the transfer of the 
share, Chui ‘Tuk fli received over Taels 48 
in connection with the share, and afterwards 
received various payments in xoods and money, 
which were debited against the share.

VKOCLAMATION. 
FIGHTING FOR CuINa’S INTEGRITY ! 

The following 1s the text of Viceroy Al- 
cxeiffs pruclamaton, 

“To all people in the three Enstern Pro- 
vinces, 1, the Viceroy of the Far East appoint- 
ed by the Cz of all the Russias, proclaim as 
follows : 

‘Now that war between Russia and Japan 
has commenced the following stipulations shall 


be observed by all the peuple in the three East —| 


ern Provinces :-— 

“Asthe issue now pending concerns both 
China and Russia the two Powers should b+ 
allied logether and China shal as a matter of 
principle join her force with the Russians to 
attack the enemy, All persons waging war or 
making invasion against the Russians shall be 
suppressed wherever fuund, But China having 
proclaimed her new'ralny the Viceroy of the 
Far East erders all the officials in the Three 
Eastern Provinces not to obstruct the progress 
of the Russiin troops or prevent them travelling 
or try to prohibit then: providing food, fodder 
elc,; on the contrary all the peo Ie shall endea- 
vobr to assist the Russian troops as much 
possible. 

“While Kussia was negotiating with Japan 
peacefully, Japan all of sudden attacked our 
wavy and Russia was obliged to appeal to arms 
FO as Co preserve the integrity of the Chinese 
territory and prevent it from being occupied 
by the Japanese and at the same time to guard 
against Japanese invasion of Russian territory. 

“The Hunghutze (Red Bread mounted rob- 
bers) are injurious to Manchuria an | the Rus- 
sians intend to exterminate them altogether, 
so that none of you reed fear theirrevenye, but 
shall report lo us where they gather, when 
the Russian authorities will effect their total 
suppres:ion. Whoever conceals the ‘'where- 
about of the Hunghutze will be severely 
pnnished, 

“Alt the people in the Three Eastern Pro- 
vinces shall guard the railways, telegraph lines 
and telephone fines and prevent them being 
destroyed or cut. They shall take measures to 
effect such pro:ection after due consideration 
and conference with the local gentry, at which 
the Viceroy will be greatly pleased, 1f any one 
is found destroying or cutting the above 
mentioned properties not only the criminals 
but those people in the neighbourhood will be 
made responsible. 

“All people engaged in agricultural, in- 
‘dustrial, commercial pursuits as well as the 
literati in the three Eastern Provinces shall 
remain in their places carrying on their usual 
avocutions orbusiness, \\ herever the Russian, 
traops go they shall be very well treated by 
the people then the people will be specially 
protected by the Russian troops, 

“The Viceroy believes that all the people 
are friendly disposed towards the’ Russian 
troops, tut if'any are found standing against 
fussia, the Kussian authorities will take steps 
to exterminate them root and branch. When 
the time comes the Russian authorities will 
establish Jaws to protect the rights of all the 
people,”
